More Decatur Capital at Lafftyette-Fur- 


chaaa of the Opera Bouae. 


This -morning we ceoeived n copy of 


the Lafayette (lud.) Daily Journal!, which 
contaimi the following aoooaut ot an im- 
portant purchase mode by Mr, Freely B. 
Oaldweli, Mr. E. A. Jones, and Sir. J. W. 
Race, of Doontur, in that oity: 


The probable sale of the Lafayette opera 


house has for some months been the topic 
of oonverantion by interested parties and 
the general public. It wnc known that 
Manager McGinley desired to secure the 
structure, and that F. It. Caldwell,ot the 
street railway, wiw willing to invest more 
money in our oity. The purchase was 
finally oonBummnted yoxterdny morning,
